“Vy” Center Recommended Review 


Reporting to the Board of Select= 
men that it sees a definite need 
for additional recreation facilities 
in Andover, a nine-member citi= 
zen’s committee recommended 
this week that municipal officials 
invite the Greater Lawrence YMCA 
to establish a branch facility here, 

In a six=page report, the com- 
mittee said that it believes the 
Selectmen should take the initia- 
tive to launch municipal construc= 
tion of a multi-purpose recrea- 
tion building if the ‘‘Y’’ refuses 
the invitation or fails to raise the 
necessary private funds within two 
to three years, 

The recommendations of the An= 
dover Recreational Center Study 
Committee were prepared in re= 
sponse toa request from the Board, 
following the February suggestion 
of Selectman Robert A, Watters 
that such a group be named to look 
into the need for additional facili- 
ties to provide year-round recrea= 
tional and cultural activities for 
the residents of Andover, Watters 
was among those appointed to the 


committee by Town Manager 
Richard Bowen and he served as 
chairman, Working with him were 
Theodore Boudreau, Michael E,

What Price Planning? 


Warning that unless it is alert, Andover could find itself 
bisected by two highways as overpopulated with a ‘‘hodge- 
podge’’ of industry as the famed Route 128, Lt. Gov. 
Francis Sargent told the Chamber of Commerce at its 
recent annual meeting that ‘‘planning is the name of the 
game’’ that can prevent destruction of the natural beauty 
of the Merrimack Valley. 

It was a strange message for Andover, a community that 
has scruptiously avoided emitting anything that could be 
mistaken as a mass appeal to industry. Our zoning is 
sufficiently restrictive and our approach so conservative 
that industry has at times, in fact, regardedthe atmosphere 
in Andover as downright unfriendly. 

Why then did Sargent speak as he did to his Chamber 
audience? Was it because he knew the message would 
make its way along Routes 495 and 93 to communities 
where planning and zoning have been given less attention. 
Or was it because there was more to his message than 
reached the casual ear? It has been suggested, by one who 
follows planning developments closely, that the Lieuten- 
ant Governor was planting a subliminal seed with the 
hope that it would sprout later on as support for proposed 
changes in state laws that govern such municipal planning 
combines as the Central Merrimack Valley Regional Dis- 
trict Planning Commission, to which Andover belongs. 

When you consider that the CMVRDPC is already on 
record in opposition to much that is in the proposed 
amendment to the general laws, Sargent’s remarks in 
Andover take on added meaning. 

When he advised for example, that the one way to pre- 
serve the beauty and perpetuate the heritage of this area 
is through the use of planning — ‘‘cooperative, intelligent, 
enlightened planning that cuts across parochial interest 
and artificial boundaries set up by individual communi- 
ties’’ — he must certainly have been plumping for the pro- 
posal that the scope of regional planning activities be 
enlarged and encompass responsibility for economic 
development. What he neglected to mention was that the 


Open Mindedness 


Without waiting to gather a shred of supporting evidence, 
a number of vocal citizens appear convinced already that 
the architect for the Bancroft School has created a design 
that is too fanciful to be either functional or practical. 


Architect Warner’s plans are being criticized by some

The mass energies of the architect, the building com- 
mittee, the manager’s office and the school administration 
are being directed toward the preparation of the most 
complete school building proposal ever to be presented to 
Andover voters in a single package. If their efforts pro- 
duce the results conceived, Town Meeting members will 
be superbly equipped on August 28 to decide whether or 
not the building proposed meets the specifications drafted 
by our educators and whether or net it can be built for a 
price Andover can afford tg pay. 


Meanwhile, what is the harm in keeping an open mind? 


Congratulations 


TOWNSMAN Publisher Irving E. Rogers Sr. is to be 
congratulated for demonstrating his faith in the future of 
the daily community press in America with a major ex- 
pansion and modernization of the facilities of the Law- 
rence Eagle-Tribune, for which he is both publisher and 
editor. 

The Greater Lawrence daily broke ground in North 
Antover Friday for a new building that will permit the 
company to produce the largest paper in New England — 


and perhaps the largest in the U.S. — to be printed by 
photo offset. 

In a time when an alarming number of newspapers are 
disappearing from the stands, it is good to know that 


steps are being taken to preserve free press competition 
in this area, 


legislation drafted proposes achieving such cooperative, 
intelligent, enlightened planning by forcing communities 
to join a planning district and yield to the authority of the 
State Department of Commerce and Development on a 
great many points. 


While we can agree with Lt. Gov. Sargent that it is 
important to see that the countryside abutting Routes 
495 and 93 be developed judiciously, we hesitate to em- 
brace the concept of regional planning that would seem to 
prompt his warning. 

It is true that a great many volunteer efforts at planning 
for mutual good become wasted efforts because of paro- 
chial conflict. Andover’s frustrating experience with four- 
community discussions of a regional sewage facility is a 
case in point. 

But forced creation of massive planning districts, 
operating in the shadow of the State House, would pose a 
threat to Home Rule, particularly for a town like Andover 
whose voice could be swallowed up in a district dominated 
by politically powerful cities. 

Certainly the Lieutenant Governor is right when he 
says that municipalities must learn to work together. That 
is obvious so long as one community can zone for a 
tannery right next to the plush residential district of its 
neighbors, or permit developers to lay waste the green- 
lands along a major highway while planners across the 
border fight for balanced development. 

It may be true also that it is impossible to get the sort 
of cooperation necessary between local governments 
without some form of coercion. But the dose prescribed in 
the legislation pending seems too strong. 


Hopefully the leadership of communities like Andover 
will involve themselves in proposing modifications that 
encourage cooperative planning, but within alegal frame- 
work that will prevent the arbitrary substitution of state 
or regional goals for those of the localities directly 


involved.

Hurricane Procedures Suggested 


The Massachusetts Civil De- 
fense Agency has issued a list of 
precautionary and safety measures 
to be taken during the hurricane 
season which, in New England, 
extends normally from August 
through October, 

With the yachting season during 
this period, MCDA Director Allan 
R, Zenowitz also urged boat owners 
to insure that they are familiar 
with all the rules of water safety 
effecting adequate mooring or 
beaching of craft during a hurri- 
cane, 

The following are safety pre- 
cautions and safety measures to 
be followed by the general public 
when warnings of an approaching 
hurricane are received: 


Safety Precautions 

1, Keep your radio or television 
on and listen for the latest Weather 
Bureau warnings and advisories, 

If power faiis use your car radio 
Or a portable battery set, 

2. Pay no attention to rumors, 

3. Get away from low-lying 
beaches or other locations which 
may be swept by hightides or storm 
waves, If passage to highgroundis 
over a road likely to be under 
water, leave early! Don’t run the 
risk of being marooned, The same 
applies to dwellings in the vicinity 
of streams which may overflow, 

4, If your house is out of danger 
from high tides or streams and is 
well built, then it is probably the 
safest place to weather the storm, 

0, Be alert for high water in any 
areas where streams or rivers 
may flood after heavy rains, Hurri= 
canes are almost always accome 
panied by torrential rains, 

6, Board up, put on storm 
shutters, tape or otherwise protect 
windows, Danger to small windows 
is chiefly from flying debris while 
larger windows may be broken by 
wind pressure if unprotected, 

7, Get in extra food, especially 
items which can be eaten without 
cooking or with very little pre+ 
paration, Remember that electric 
power may be off and you may be 
without refrigeration, 

8, If emergency cooking facili- 
ties are necessary, be sure that 
they are in working order, 


9. Sterilize jugs, bottles, cook- 
ing utensils, and fill with drinking 
water, as municipal water service 
may be interrupted, 

10, Have flashlight and/or other 
emergency lights in working order 
and keep them immediately avail- 
able, 

11, Be sure to have gasoline in 
your car tank, If electric power 
is off, filling stations may not be 
able to operate pumps for several 
days. 

12, Check on everything that 
might blow away or be torn loose, 
Garbage cans, garden tools, toys, 
signs, porch furniture, awnings 
and other objects become weapons 
of destruction in hurricane winds, 
Store inside if at all possible, 

18, Be sure that a window or 
door can be opened on the lee side 
of the house-the side opposite the 
one facing the wind, This reduces 
dangerous inside pressure, 

14, If the center or ‘‘eye’’ of the 
storm passes directly over, there 
will be a lull in the wind lasting 
from a few minutes to half an hour 
or more, Stay ina safeplace, Make 
emergency repairs during the lull 
if necessary, but remember the 
wind will return suddenly from the 
opposite direction, frequently with 
greater violence, 


Safety Measures 

After passage of the hurricane, 
the following safety measures will 
prove valuable: 

1, Seek medical aid at Red Cross 
disaster stations or hospitals for 
persons injured during the storm, 

2, Don’t touch loose or dangling 
wires, Report such damage to the 
light and power company, or tothe 
nearest police officer, 

3. Report broken sewer or water 
mains to the water department, 

4, Guard against spoiled food in 
mechanical refrigerators, if power 
has been off any length of time, 

5, Unless you are qualified to 
render yaluable emergency assist» 
ance, stay away from disaster 
areas where you may hamper first 
aid or rescue work, 

6, Drive automobiles cautiously, 
Debris-filled streets are dan= 
gerous, so keep your eyes on the 
road, Along the coast, soil may 


be washed from beneath the paves 
ment, which may collapse under 
the weight of vehicles, The same 
applies to roads following stream 
beds, 

7, Be alert to prevent fires, 
Lowered water pressure makes 
firefighting difficult after storms, 

8, Take down shutters and save 
lumber, Store in handy place for 
future use,

@ And that serious considera= 
tion be given to the need for a 
skating facility, either indoor or 
outdoor, for all the people of An= 
dover. 

Checking into existing facilities, 
committee members talked to 
Donald Dunn, director of athletics 
for the public schools and director 
also of the Andover Youth Center; 
Leslie Bartow, municipal recrea=- 
tion director; and members of the

Local ‘‘contract’’ farmers are, 
however, presenting a united front 
and have told the Service Corps 
that they and other Massachusetts 
vegetable growers have agreed to 
stand together in refusing to per= 
mit the Corps to meet with their 
migrant employees, 


Behind it all is organized farm 
resistance to a pending legialative 
measure which would make it man= 
datory for Massachusetts farmers 
to pay migrants the prevailing 
minimum wage, make still further 
improvements in living conditions 
for the seasonal workers and guar= 
antee state employees the right of 
access to the migrants, This would 
include Service Corpsmen, Under 
the terms of the bill, which is 
expected to be released soon for 
legislative action, local licensing 
boards would have to inspect living 
quarters provided for migrants and 
decide annually whether or not they 
can be considered suitable for 
human occupancy, Any farmer 
denied a ‘‘human occupancy”’ 
license, 

The bill has drawn fire fromthe 
powerful Farm Bureau Assn, and 
other farm lobbies which have 
united affiliated farmers ina flight 
against the measure which has 
the support of the AFL-CIO, The 
measure, and resistance to it, have 
particular significance in Andover 
because former selectmanPaulW, 
Cronin and a Community Commis= 
sion of interested citizens from 
this area drafted and sponsored 
introduction of one of the three 
bills which were combined to pro= 
duce the proposal now under con= 
sideration,

Branch Idea 


Asked what the YMCA's 
reaction will be to a request 
for the opening of an Andover 


branch, if it receives one, 
Edward B. Bruce, general 
secretary for the Greater 


Lawrence ‘‘Y’’ said Wednes- 
day, ‘‘we would discuss it in 
an affirmative way.’’ 

Bruce said the ‘‘Y’’ has 
thought about the possibility 
of such a move for some time. 
He added that a great many 
Andover men are active with 
the Lawrence YMCA and that 
18 members of the 20-member 
board live in Andover. 

Bruce said also that he has 
loaned Dick Cate from his 
staff to the Andover Youth 
center for a year and that 
this move has been made 
because the ‘‘Y’’ is aware of 
Andover’s recreational needs. 


mittee says it is being used every 
evening throughout the year except 
Fridays, 

Equally busy, according to the 
report, are school gymnasiums, 
These town-owned facilities are 
being used at substantially full 
capacity during school hours and 
after school, They are not booked 
during the summer recess, 

The fact that Phillips Academy 
does what it can to make its facie 
lities available to townspeople, is 
also mentioned, but the committee 
reports that this use is necessarily 
limited to only a few. 

Reporting on why it recommends 
a single center be constructed, 
rather than neighborhood centers, 
the committee said: ‘*. . . there is 


a need for more swimming facili- 
ties . . . and especially a need 
for a year-round program in swim= 
ming, Additionally, it was deter- 
mined that in order to be success= 
ful, any such facility or recrea~ 
tional center requires a profes= 
sional staff and a professional 
program, Also, such center should 
have facilities which serve the 
community and the family as a unit, 
For example, such a facility would 
have - in addition to a swimming 
pool - a gymnasium which could be 
divided for multi-use and other 
space suchas meeting rooms, a 
kitchen, game rooms, hand ball 
courts, auditorium etc.”” 

Though it noted that neighbor= 
hood centers might be an ‘‘ultimate 
or ideal solution’’, the committee 
indicated that it felt it would be too 
expensive to build and staff such 
geographical centers now, 

The committee considered, but 
rejected the idea of building a 
town-owned center for the same 
reasons, And it vetoed the possi= 
bility of a privately constructed = 
town operated facility, partially 
because such a building could be 
used by residents only and pare 
tially because it said it felt it would 
be ‘‘difficult for a private group 
to raise funds to be turned over to 
the town,’’ ‘‘People,’® he said, 
‘thave more faith in an agency.” 

To explain its choice of a ‘SY’ 
the committee pointed out that it 
would eliminate the need for tax 
dollars, provide a complete pro= 
gram and a professional staff, It 
said also that the YMCA is backed 
by an ‘‘outstanding record for ad= 
ministration efficiency and know= 
how,’® and it added that faith in an 
established organization would en= 
hance the chances of receiving 
large gifts from foundations and 
individuals,
